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Remarks 

Applicant and the undersigned would like to thank the Examiner for his efforts 
and guidance provided in the examination of this application. Claims 1, 2, 5-8, 10-19, 
and 21 remain in the case. Claims 3, 4, 9, and 20 are cancelled by this amendment. 

Claims 1,4-7, 16, 20, and 21 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(e) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 6,499,516 to Pope et al. Claims 1-21 was rejected under 
the doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 1- 
18 of U.S. Patent No. 6,698,461 . 

A timely filed Terminal Disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR §1 .321(c) is hereto 
attached. U.S. Patent No. 6,698,461 and the instant application are commonly owned. 

Independent claims 1, 5, 16, and 21 are amended to include the limitation of a 
vapor line in fluid communication between the target location and the source location for 
transferring vapor from the target location to the source location within the closed 
environment , which limitation is fully supported by the claims and specification as 
originally filed. By way of example, the prior art such as Pope '516 teaches vending 
through vent shaft (42) and vent valve (44) with reference to FIG. 1 and described in Col 
4, Line 1. 

Applicant respectfully submits that the Terminal Disclaimed filed herewith and the 
above amendments place this application in a condition for allowance, and passage to 
issue is respectfully solicited.
